DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Present office action is in response to appeal brief filed on 7/6/20 10. After careful 
consideration, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn. Claims 1-8, 10, 15- 
21 and 23-28 allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach the invention as particular claimed. Although Olsen teaches 
of when an outcome occurs in the underlying wagering game that identifies that a jackpot is to be 
awarded and entering a special bonus event for all of the players presently playing the underlying 
wagering game, and Luciano teaches of excluding a player who received the jackpot from being 
awarded a bonus from a special bonus event. It would not have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to combine the two because Olsen teaches of providing all eligible players 
entering the special bonus event a chance of being awarded a special bonus in the special bonus 
event, not only does Olson not teach of excluding any of the players, Olson teaches away from 
excluding players from being awarded special bonus in the special bonus event by providing that 
the person who wins the special jackpot bonus is eligible for additional special jackpot winnings. 
Therefore, it would not have been obvious to combine the teachings of Luciano to Olson. The 
combination fails to provide excluding at least one player from being awarded any bonus via the 
processor.
